INS Plans to Charge a $185 Fee to 
Immigrants Seeking Legal Status 


WASHINGTON - The Reagan 
Administration plans to charge 
a_ basic application fee of $185 
for most undocumented immi- 
grants Seeking legal status 
under the new immigration law. 

Fees would be $50 for chil- 
dren under 18 and $420 for a 
family of four， If medical 
examination costs and other 
charges are included，the cost 
could easily be $700 for a basic 
family of four to apply for 
legal status. 

The fees would be part of an 
amnesty program for aliens that 


ls to start in seven weeks. 
Applications are to be filcd 
from May 5$，1987，to May 4， 


1988， at any of the 100 special 
offices to be established around 
the country，including 28 in 
California. 

The Government expects close 


to 4 million applications for 
legal status，or an average of 
150 a day at each office. 

To qualify，immigrants must 
Show they entered the US 
before Jan. 1，1982，and resided 
here continuously since then， 
with no Single absence of more 
than 45 days，or a cumulative 
total of absences not to exceed 
180 days. 

Starting in June，employers 
will have to ask all job appli- 
cants for verification that they 
are either US citizens or aliens 


authorized to work in this 
Country.

Police Commission Drops Charges 
Against SF Officer Richard Woo

SAN FRANCISCO - Richard 
Woo，the embattled police offi- 
ceT who has spent the last two 
years fighting attempts to 
dismiss him for incompetence， 
won an limportant victory last 
Week when the Police Commis- 
Sion Voted to table the charges 
against him. 

EtWiIillic Erazier, Seccretary 
of the Police Commission Said 
the tabling amounts to a dis- 
missal of the charges. "They 
Will not be brought back， 
mnless for Some profound Tea- 
Son,” he Said in a telephone 
interview. 

iiIhe matter was remanded 
back to the Chief of .Police to 
make the , appropriate assign- 
ment to Officer Woo . . .to 
give him additional training to 
isee that he is a competent 
police officer.” 

“Among other things，Woo had 
been. criticized for lack of Skill 
in using the car radio and in 
Wiiting Teports， "He's Supposed

concerned,” Salid ， Frazier.， "As 
for using the radio，maybe he 
can get that training at the 
Station."

BIAS 

Woo，38，was the first Chil- 
nese American deputy Sheriff 
in the city's history. After 12 
years in that job，he entered 
the SFE Police Academy. After 
graduating from the academy， 
he entered the 14-week field 
training program but failed in

NEWS UPDATE 


Principal Bert Yin of Jefferson Elementary 
Pralses the Benefits of Year-Round Learning 


By SALLY SWOPE 
OAKLAND = Bert Yin is principal of 


jetterson Elementary School，which has 
the biggest bilingual population in the Oak- 
land School District. Everything sent home 
is written in Spanish and English since 
40 Percent of the students are Hispanic. 
Classes also include recent immigrants from 
Cambodia, Vietnam, the Philippines， Ionga 
and Samoa. 

Another 40 percent of the students are 
black. One recent Sixth-grade Project be- 
gan with a pen-pal letter to kids in a West 
African village and brought the_ entire 
school together. Successful bake sales raised 
enough funds to build a well in the village 
and later send some students and the teach- 
ers for a visit. 

Anmidst this rich brew of ethnic di- 
versity，Yin has been instrumental in Solv- 
ing the monumental problem ofovercrowd- 
ing with no funds for additional buildqings. 
Last year，Jefferson Elementarys 1,300 stu- 
dents packed aschoolbuiltfor 750 Students. 

He won community, parentand teach- 
er Support for a successful program known 
as year-Iound learning that is gaining Popu- 
larity throushout the nation， While some 
Oakland schools have followed this year- 
round calendar for ffteen years，others like 
Lincoln and Cleveland，Pprimarily serving 
Oaklands Chinatown，will begin the Pro- 
gram next year [he Oakland _ Board of 
Education voted March 11 to cancel a plan 

_toconvert three Secondary schools 一 Oak- 
land Hisch and Reosevelt and Calvin Simn- 
mons junior high schools 一 to year-round 
Programs， 

“It has a lot to offer youngsters”Yin 
told East West in his sun-flled ofhee as he 
explained Some of the programs advan- 
tages:“Kids usually show a better academic 


performance, the class size is smaller there 
is less grafhti and vandalism，and it im- 
PIOVes use of existing resOurCes,” 


VOCAL MINORITY 

“So far none of the teachers，parents 
or students participating in the new sched- 
ule have come to me with complaints. We 
are just _ beginning our six-month evalua- 
tion with a questionnaire that will be sent 
to all parenits. 

“Initially，there was a vocal minority 
of 12 parents that bellyached loudly at all 
Six community meetings. After the super- 
intendent intervened and the school board 
took a position and stuck to it, the program 
was accepted. Eventually，four teachers 
transferred to schools with traditional cal- 
endars 2 

The schedule works with the school 
population divided into four sessions. 
In the“60/20”Pprogram，children attend 
school for approximately 12 weeks or :60 
school days，then take a vacation for four 
weeks， At any one time，about three- 
fourths of the children attend classes while 
a duatrter enjoy vacation. 

Children work with the same teacher 
and they have the same number of school 
davys and holidays as those in a traditional 
ren-months schedule. All Special programs 
Provided by the district are available year- 
round. 

“Itis particularly valuable forbilingual 
students. Although ies greatto be bilingual， 
many students return after a summer hav- 
ing heard mostly Spanish at home and 
quickly forget English， (In_ our programy) 
they don't need as much time for review 
after a break. With 500 Spanish-speaking 
and 50 Southeast Asian students here, this 
is Very Important， 

“It has been difftcult to fnd an in- 


structional assistant fuent in Cambodian， 
but we have one Cambodian high school 
student who calls parents for us and spends 
an hour with the students and the ELD 
(English Language Development) teacher 
daily. Then she works in the offce for a 
couple of hours，Ies beneftcial for all in- 
volved. 


LESS BURNOUT 

“Also，with more vacations spaced 
evenly throughout the year，there is less 
burnout and stress among both teachers 
and students2 

Yin paused_ briefly while a_ student 
rolled a portable Apple computer into his 
ofhce.“Can Tuse it more， later?”he asked 
with a big grin . 

“Not today TI need itl”said Yin as he 
rewarded the boys eagerness with a gentle 
pat on his back. 

After he left，Yin explained, “This 
ffth graderis on vacation, but he tutors first 
and second graders in the computer lab. 
Hes one of our bright，fully bilingual stu- 
dents who would rather be at school than 
watching 工 V at home2 

The change to year-round learning has 
meant that for every four teachers，one is 
a rover. Nine of the forty-one_ classroom 
teachers at Jefferson Elementary have no 
permanent classroom ， 

“Neither the teachers nor the kids ftnd 
this disruptive”said Yin.“But the ptogram 
must be carefilly organized and planned. It 
needs fne tuning since you freduently en- 
counter Something out of Place. 

Although the administrators and the 
clerical staft put in more days and receive 
additional salary, the new schedule doesnt 
increase teachers' class time Or income， 

A_veteran of the Oakland school system 
for 24 years，Yin began his careet as a 
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fourth，ffth and sixth grade teacher After 
teaching for Six years，he worked as an 
assistant Principal for three years and has 
been a Principal ever since、 As a Rocke- 
feller Foundation Superintendent intern， 
he had the opportunity to work with super- 
intendents in New Orleans and Detroit. 
This year，he accepted a one-year ap- 
pointment as chair of the statewide Super-” 
intendents Advisory Council on Asian- 
Paciftc Islanders Affairs. He has been on 
the commnittee for three years and made 
recommendations for developing more' bi 
lingual curriculum and Support Services aa 
well as hiring more personnel sensitive to- 
Asians' and Paciftc Islanders' concerns， 
“Tcouldn't manage Jefferson without the 
help of the assistant principal, threesupple- 
mental skills teachers and the curriculuaa 
assistant，During my four years here，Lve 
been fortunate to work with talented assis 
tant Principals who all have gone on to 
become principals. ET 关 四 
“My task here is to get the instrtuctionai 
teani to wotk more effectively，to relyaoa 
each others strengths and qualities and na 
to be so self-contained. Teaching has be- 
come very complex aridit involves workinig 
closely with others2?”

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New Health Program in Oakland 
Deslgned to Serve Asian Elderly 


By SERENA CHEN 


OAKLAND - Reducing health 
care cosSts and keeping the 
elderly healthy and independent 
are the goals of a new health 
care program in Oakland's Chi- 
natown. 

The program began operations 
last week after four years of 
reSearch and planning. 

Operated by the Oakland 
Chinese Community Council 
(OCCC) and called the China- 
town/Central District Adult 
Day Health Care Program， it 
SeTVeSs，Chinatown， the down- 
town area and Asians who live 
outside of the area but prefer 
the _ cultural and 1linguistic 
Services available. 

According to OCCC Executive 
Director Cecilia Lai， "The 
cllients have to have a reason 
for attending the program， Ift'S 
Dot just  a rcecular day care 
center.” Staff Nurse Stella 
Szeto adds，"Before a partici- 
pant can be enrolled in our 
center，they have to go through 
a _ three-day initial assesSsment 
perliod in which the participant 
ls evaluated by different disci- 
plines." 

The staff participates in the 
inlitial assesSsment with other 
professlonals like dieticians and 
Speech therapists.， The final 
decision of acceptance into the 
program lnvolves Medical Direc- 
tor Dr David Der，consultants 


and other staff members who 
can contribute to the decision. 


TARCETI POPULATIONS 


"Most people will come two 
to three times 3 Week," 
Said Program Director and 
social worker David Tong. The 
two target populations are those 
Tecovering from serious hospi- 
talization and those "who have 
been disabled for a long time 
and are really struggling to 
maintain their daily 1living 
Skills and stay in their homes." 

Using 1980 census data，staff 
has _ determined that there may 
be 200-300 elderly Asians in 
Oakland needing the program. 
They estimate there are abonut 
300-600 eligible non-Asian 
elderly within the China- 
towny/Central district area. 

A treatment plan is deveoped 
for clients accepted into the 
program. A van picks them up 
at their homes and the clients 
stay at the center from 10:30 
am until 2:30 pm. Activities 
include movies，arts and crafts， 
exerclises and talks. Those 
needing professional help are 
taken from the activities to 
private sessions. 

Tong Stressed that the pro- 
gram works closely with the 
participantS”personal physicians. 
All the clients must have a 
personal physician. If needed， 


the Staff gives clients referrals.
